Roundworms Beef Cattle* 
Q. Where do cattle get roundworms? 


Cattle get roundworms off the forage they eat. 
The small larvae are present on grasses and other 
plants and are ingested along with the food. 


How big are these roundworms? 


Even when full-grown, they are not very big. 
Most of them would be a fraction of an inch long 
and much smaller than a fine hair—very difficult to 
see without magnification. 


Q. Are roundworms very common in beef cattle? 


Yes. All cattle have parasites some degree; 
some have many and some have few. 


Q. To what extent do they injure cattle? 


A. It depends on the number of worms in the 
host. Sometimes, there are over 100,000 of these 
worms in the fourth stomach and small intestine. 
In these numbers there is no question about the 
effect the animal. Some species are capable 
sucking blood, while others interfere with the 
normal absorption of nutrients in the intestine. 


Q. Is it possible to summarize some of the experi- 
mental work on roundworm injuries? 


A. Parasitologists are trying to find out how these 
parasites injure the host. In some cases, as men- 
tioned above, it is obvious, while in other cases it 
seems obscure. It seems rather remarkable at times 
that such small parasites can cause so much damage. 


Q. What is the net result of roundworm damage? 


That depends upon the number and kinds 
worms present. Generally heavily parasitized 
animal will become emaciated; often will have a 
severe diarrhea and some degree of anemia. In 
many cases cattle in this condition are uneconomic 


and there is very little that can be done to salvage 
them. 


Treatment Stomach and Intestinal 
Roundworms Sheep and 


Q. What drug is most widely used in treating 
sheep and cattle for stomach and intestinal round- 
worms? 


A. For the past several years phenothiazine has 
been the most widley used drug. However, there is 
evidence that piperazine may have a place in treat- 
ing certain species of worms. 


How phenothiazine usually administered? 


A. Phenothiazine is administered orally; it is 
given by bolus, capsule or as a drench. 


Q. Is there any difference in efficiency of the 
preparations? 


_A. There’s no difference provided the prepara- 
tions are of equal quality. However, if a bolus is 
given which does not break up and allow the 
phenothiazine to become dispersed throughout the

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stomach and intestines, it cannot contact the worms 
and its efficiency would be reduced. 


What effect does particle size have the 
efficiency of phenothiazine? 


A. Particle size is very important because if the 
particles are too large in diameter, the efficiency is 
greatly reduced. For example, we have demonstrated 
that by reducing the particle size the efficiency can 
be increased from 65 per cent to approximately 95 
per cent in sheep. 


Q. Are there any commercial preparations avail- 
able which state the particle size? 


A. No company has, as yet, undertaken to produce 
materials of measured particle size. In Australia 
some work has been done on particle size and it has 
been accepted by the ranchers and farmers of that 
nation. It would be well if commercial interests in 
the United States followed Australia’s leadership. 


Q. Can phenothiazine be administered in the feed? 


A. There has been considerable effort recently 
to administer phenothiazine in the feed. It is obvious 
that there would certain advantages this; 
namely, for cattle in feed lots or for cattle that can- 
not be handled readily. Therefore, if phenothiazine 
can be put into the feed, the animals would not have 
to be individually handled and there would not be 
the injuries and weight losses that occur in individ- 
ual treatment. 

However, there are several problems which are 
difficult to surmount, the major one being the 
palatability of feed with phenothiazine in it. When 
phenothiazine is added to the feed, animals do not 
like it. However, if phenothiazine is administered 
in a large enough quantity of feed, so that the per- 
centage is around '2 of 1 per cent, the animals are 
less discriminating. Certain companies have added 
materials to the phenothiazine in an attempt to 
make more palatable, such anise extracts and 
carob flower extracts. To some extent these have 
been of value. However, there are many cases in 
which the material proved to be still unpalatable. 

Another problem the acceptance, over one- 
two-day feeding period, of the correct dosage. The 
heavy feeders—who need it least—will get more 
phenothiazine, while the light feeders—who need it 
most—will get too little phenothiazine. 

In sheep and cattle (specifically sheep), where 
phenothiazine has been tested on a control basis, 
dividing the dosage into three doses, rather than one, 
markedly lowers the efficiency. However, since 
phenothiazine is more toxic to horses, dividing the 
dosage over several days is the recommended pro- 
cedure. 


Q. What effect do roundworms have on host 
animals? 


A. The effect of roundworms on animals is quite 
variable. One effect is known as subclinical para- 
sitism; the infected animal does ‘not convert the food 
body tissue readily the normal animal. This 
results in a reduced efficiency of gain. Another effect 
is anemia, loss of appetite, severe diarrhea, dehy- 
dration, and death.

Blood Examination Wet Mount 

The wet mount method for the microscopic 
examination blood provides rapid screen- 
ing procedure for the detection significant 
alterations blood morphology. The technic 
applicable drawn blood containing 
anticoagulant blood obtained directly 
from the patient through capillary puncture.

statewide survey nurses, all lifetime 
residents California, revealed the state 
area low endemicity far histoplas- 
mosis The northern half, ex- 
tending through Santa Cruz, Santa Clara, 
Merced, Madera, and Mono counties, showed 
incidence skin test reactors per cent. 
The region adjoining the scuth, i.e., Mon- 
terey, San Benito, Fresno, Kings, San Luis 
Obispo, and Santa Barbara counties, showed 
frequency 17.6 per cent reactors, while 5.3 
per cent the individuals tested the rest 
the state reacted positively. This compares 
with almost per cent some midwestern 
states. Infection animals, especially dogs 
and cats, not uncommcn these areas 
high endemicity. the West Coast, however, 
can find only two recorded instances 
them occurred dogs that had been brought 
Oregon and Washington, respectively, from 
area where the ccndition prevalent. 
far are able ascertain histoplas- 
mosis animals has been reported from Cali- 
Since with the increased movement 
animals into the state further instances may 
expected, was thought useful present 
case this disease that was recently diag- 
nosed the small animal clinic the School 
Veterinary Medicine Davis. 


History 


The patient was one-year-old beagle 
hound belonging serviceman’s family that 
had moved the Sacramento area from Bul- 
let, Kentucky, about two months prior pre- 
sentation. For the past ten days the owner had 
noted some vague signs malaise, including 
partial anorexia, listlessness, and depression. 
Along with these, progressive distention the 
abdomen had attracted the owner’s attention. 


Clinical Signs and Laboratory Findings 


the time presentation the dog appeared 
very thin and moderately depressed. 
weighed lbs. and had temperature 
102°F. There was paleness mucous mem- 
branes, and slight enlargement the super- 
ficial lymph nodes and tonsils was noted. The 
respirations were shallow and the pulse rapid 
and feeble. Distention the abdomen was 
marked and found due fluid, the pres- 
ence which made deep palpation impossible. 
The diagnoses considered the time included 
liver abscesses, chronic peritonitis, and neo- 
plasm involving liver and/or spleen. The dog 
was hospitalized.

roentgenological examination the ani- 
mal, made immediately upon admission the 
hospital, demonstrated the following: 

Fluid the mediastinum, mediastinum 
very much thickened. 

Severe pleuritis. Septum between cardiac 
and diaphragmatic lobes well visualized. 

Hilar area very dense indicating inflam- 
mation the major bronchi. 

Fluid the abdomen. 

Blood was collected the time admission 
and again six days later.

These blood counts more than pointed 
the direction chronic infectious disease 
with overtones anemia. 


the hope that the cellular contents 
the ascitic fluid might provide some clue 
the nature the disease, sample was 
drawn the first day hospitalization. The 
fluid was found pink and cloudy 
appearance and contained shreds what was 
presumed fibrin. cell count revealed 
the presence 11,300 erythrocytes and 2,210 
leukocytes per cubic millimeter. Examination 
smear stained with modified Wright’s 
yielded the following differential count: 


Small mononuclear cells 13.5 per cent 
Large mononuclear cells ... cent 
0.5 per cent 


Some peculiarities noted about the macro- 
phages included presence engulfed neutro- 
phils, binucleate forms, and cells various 
stages mitosis. The possibility malig- 
nant tumor involving abdominal organ was 
entertained until was found that some 
macrophages contained their cytoplasm 
from nucleated round oval structures 
varying size from microns. These

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bodies were surrounded unstained, halo- 
like capsule. The nuclear material was usually 
concentrated one end the bodies, but 
well-preserved specimens appeared occupy 


their major portion. the basis this 
finding provisional diagnosis histoplas- 
mosis was made. The fluid was centrifuged 
and the resulting sediment streaked blood 
agar plates, half which were incubated 
and the other half room temperature. 
All plates were sealed with masking tape 
prior incubation. Growth was first ap- 
parent the plates incubated room tem- 
perature, where mold-like colonies bearing 
cottony-white aerial mycelium become visible 
after ten days’ incubation. Four days later 
wet mount revealed typical conidia and tuber- 
culate clamydospores. Meanwhile the cultures 
incubated had produced slightly raised, 
moderately shiny, yeast-like colonies 
dirty whitish-yellow color. The provisional 
diagnosis histoplasmosis was thus culturally 
confirmed. 


Clinical Course 


Initial treatment consisted the 
300 ml. whole blood. Five hundred milli- 
liters fluid were removed from the perito- 
neal cavity, but distention the abdomen 
appeared severe three hours after draining 
had before. Following the tentative diag- 
nosis histoplasmosis Nystatin (Squibb) 
therapy was instituted the dosage rate 
250 mg. twice daily. Along with this Delphacol 
(Lederle) and multiple vitamin preparation 
were given daily. Treatment was without any 
noticeable effect. Although the dog continued 
accept some food, his condition declined 
steadily. Eighteen days after admission there 
was evidence increasingly severe anemia 
and frank icterus. serum sample obtained 
that day showed the following values for 
bilirubin and serum proteins.

view the deteriorating state the 
patient, permission for euthanasia was re- 
quested and given. 


Postmortem Findings 


autopsy the peritoneal cavity was found 
distended with approximately 1.5 liters 
slightly cloudy yellow fluid containing 
few small clots flakes. Organizing fibrin 
tags adhered the serous membranes. The 
omentum was opaque, shredded, and slightly 
thickened. The duodenum contained con- 
siderable quantity free blood. Many hook- 
worms were present this segment the 
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intestine, while numerous tapeworms were 
seen the ileum and jejunum. The liver 
was pale and uniformly enlarged about 
twice its normal size. Its edges were rounded. 
Neither the appearance nor the consistency 
the organ suggested any increase con- 
nective tissue. The spleen was slightly en- 
larged and contained small whitish foci dis- 
tributed uniformly throughout its substance. 
The kidneys were pale. Occasional small pits 
were seen the cortices. 


The pleural cavity contained about 500 ml. 
clear yellow fluid. The lungs were pale 
and partially collapsed due fluid pressure. 
Firm reddish grey areas were present the 
periphery the diaphragmatic lobes. 


Many lymph nodes throughout the body 
appeared wet and showed some enlargement. 
The portal nodes had undergone the most 
marked increase size. 


Aside from paleness abnormality was 
noted the skeletal muscles. All connective 
tissue was wet and edematous. 


histological examination most the 
increase the size the lymph nodes was 
found due proliferation reticulo- 
endothelial cells. The abundant cytoplasm 
these contained from one twenty histo- 
plasma organisms. Giant cells were rare. 
some areas the reticulo-endothelial cells 
were engorged with erythrocytes. Except for 
slight displacement the lymphocytic elements 
were not involved the pathological process. 


The general pattern involvement the 
spleen was similar that seen the lymph 
nodes except for the presence areas 
frank necrosis and granuloma formation 
the spleen. Megakaryocytes were common. 


Reticulo-endothelial proliferation was most 
striking the liver. Accumulation mono- 
nuclear cells was marked here that the 
normal orientation many liver lobules was 
totally abolished. Intracellular yeast cells 
were not quite abundant the liver and 
spleen the portal node. 


The remaining abdominal organs showed 
serosal inflammation with organisms present 
the mononuclear cells. 


Granulomas were only rare the lung and, 
where present, were small size. Histoplasma 
cells could found this organ only after 
some searching. more impressive phenom- 
enon was the multiple thrombosis evident 
the branches the pulmonary artery. The 
cause these thrombi was not apparent. 
yeast cells were seen them, and they were 
not obviously related any inflammatory 
degenerative process. many areas the 
alveolar walls had undergone calcification, and 
“heart failure were common. 

Impression smears stained with modified 
Wright’s stain revealed the presence Histo- 
plasma cells the liver and spleen, the 
portal, mesenteric, and mediastinal lymph 
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Macrophage parasitized Histoplasma capsulatum 
cells. Smear peritoneal aspirate. Modified 


stain. About 2,000 

nodes, and the adrenal glands, lungs, pul- 
monary thrombi, ascitic fluid, and blood. Posi- 
tive cultures were obtained from liver, spleen, 
portal lymph node, sternal marrow, and again 
from the sediment the peritoneal fluid. 
recoveries were made from the lungs, adrenals, 
and intestinal contents. 


Discussion 


Since histoplasmosis disease reticulo- 
endothelial cells, any organ containing 
abundance these will subject heavy 
invasion the parasites, and the clinical 
well the clinico-pathological picture will 
the localization the organisms. Cole 
and collaborators’ compiled list typical 
findings the order frequency their 
occurrence. Pulmonary nodules 
x-rays and dysentery rank foremost. Neither 
were encountered the present case, and 
the autopsy showed accordingly only slight 
involvement lungs and intestines. Ascites, 
the other hand, which ranks low Cole’s 
tabulation was the most prominent sign here 
and correlates well with the severe involve- 
ment abdominal organs seen autopsy. 


Thus the picture histoplasmosis pre- 
sented this dog, although revealing some 
features commonly seen this disease, was 
lacking the most suggestive characteristics 
chronic respiratory and intestinal involve- 
ment. non-endemic area, clinician con- 
fronted with such situation would reason- 
ably first think other wasting diseases af- 
fecting the abdominal viscera. Careful exami- 
nation the exudates and/or biopsy material 
from enlarged lymph nodes liver, along with 
consideration the history, particularly re- 
garding recent movements the animal, will 
aid leading correct diagnosis. Prep-

examination such would feasible prac- 
tice simply involves streaking out 
glass slide and staining with any the 
ordinary blood stains (Wright, Giemsa, May- 
Griinewald) following the same procedure 
for blood film. suspected cases the addi- 
tional use immunological procedures, i.e., 
the hitsoplasmin skin test and complement fixa- 
tion test, may helpful. Besides not being 
universally available, they are not unerring 
and should used only conjunction with 
other diagnostic methods. Demonstration 
the organism, preferably culture this 
case, the one irrefutable criterion the 
presence histoplasmosis. 

view the public health aspect histo- 
plasmosis the question the disposition 
recognized cases deserves word comment. 
Chemotherapy still the experimental 
stage. Encouraging results have been re- 
ported from testing Nystatin (Squibb) 
experimentally infected laboratory 
but figures the success this treatment 
the field are known us. present the 
most conservative approach the problem 
handling infected animals recom- 
mend euthanasia. the same time the owner 
can reassured that there little likelihood 
that his family have been infected 
the pet. These seemingly contradictory state- 
ments can reconciled the following con- 
siderations: while histoplasma cells are known 
shed excretions, secretions, and ex- 
udates infected individuals, now gen- 
erally agreed that histoplasmosis not ordi- 
narily transmitted from one species an- 
Instead both seem draw the 
same reservoir infection, endemic 
areas the soil, where the organism has 
been shown reside and multiply. While 
the source the original contamination not 
known, single shedder animal unlikely 
add significantly the natural reservoir 
barring special conditions particularly favor- 
able for the growth the mold. Such circum- 
stances have been encountered also non- 
endemic areas, where chicken houses, pigeon 
lofts, and bat-inhabited caves have definitely 
been implicated sources human infec- 
these cases the organism was some- 
how introduced into confined space and onto 
medium exceedingly rich organic matter 
that higher concentration organisms 
was realized here than 
conditions ordinary soil contamination. 
individual entering such supersaturated 
atmosphere would facing conditions ideal 
for respiratory infection. Thus potential for 
indirect spread may exist, unknown the 
infected animal’s owner and enhanced the

advanced anemia suggests chronic disease 
process associated with depression ery- 
throgenesis. The wet mount provides rapid 
and accurate means for evaluating the ac- 
tivity the bone marrow with reference 
erythrogenesis. The reticulum the young red 
cell takes the brilliant cresyl blue stain; 
the staining becomes more prominent the 
film ages. Reticulocytes are larger than mature 
erythrocytes and they generally not par- 
ticipate the phenomenon erythrocyte 
agglutination. Thus, the reticluocytes are 
found dispersed the plasma between 
the clumps red cells (Figure 1). Young red 
cells with heavy reticulum and nucleated 
erythrocytes may confused with leukocytes. 

Other Observations: Thrombocytes ap- 
pear very small, round bodies often occur- 
ring irregular groups clusters taking the 
stain. The wet mount provides rapid means 
for observation the presence absence 
these elements. 

Occurrence myriads tiny dancing 
specks the plasma indicates lipemia. The 
presence hyaline strands fibriles has been 
recorded the blood some patients but the 
meaning this not clear. 

Microfilaria, when present numbers ex- 
ceeding blood, may encountered 
the wet mount. The staining solution kills 
the organism that movement soon stops. 

Bovine erythrocytes containing Theileria 
mutans have been detected the method 
but Anaplasma marginale does not take the 
stain and cannot detected. Hemobartonella 
felis has been looked for but yet the value 
the method for detection this etiologic 
agent has not been determined.

Veterinary Anesthesia 


John Wright, Professor Veterinary 
Surgery, University Liverpool, 4th edition, 
printed England.

Davis Vet. England 
For Scrapie Study 


University California veterinary in- 
vestigator will leave for May for 
one-year study scrapie—an invariably 
fatal disease sheep that recently exploded 
number California flocks. 


Dr. Jack Moulton, pathologist the 
School Veterinary Medicine Davis, has 
received grant from the Public Health 
Service further his study this costly dis- 
ease. The 1957 outbreak California cost 
$400,000 indemnity payments sheepmen 
alone. 


Cambridge University Moulton will con- 
tinue his study the new fluorescent anti- 
body technique, used locate viruses 
infected cells. Because the danger 
spreading the disease, the Department 
Agriculture prohibits experimental work with 
scrapie this country. 

“Scrapie disease considerable im- 
portance said Moulton, “be- 
cause the possibility its becoming wide- 
spread. now considered common 
disease Great Britain and Europe.” 


During his stay abroad, Moulton will visit 
several other outstanding medical research 
laboratories and also plans attend the 16th 
International Veterinary Congress Madrid, 
Spain, May 1959 before returning 
Davis.
